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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawing(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f), A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 . The description should be as short and specific as is 
necessary to describe the invention adequately and accurately. Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter.

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
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replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency.

If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form onlv . Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Pratscher et al. 4,890,41 0. 

Pratscher et al. discloses a jig hook setting device (16) that consists of two 
segments (30. 32) by a wire formed loop (36, 48, 52, 54, 60, 62), wraps (28), and bends 
(see Figs. 2, 3) securing a spring (26) which pulls both ends (34, 38) apart (see Fig. 3) 
resting the trigger loop (54) inside the base wire (50) until an outside force disturbs the 
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device changing potential energy into kinetic energy setting the hook (64) in the fishes 
mouth. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Bolland 2,898,696. 

Bolland discloses a jig hook setting device (see Fig. 2) that consists of two 
segments (11-16) by a wire formed loop (16, 17), wraps (portion wrapped about 13), 
and bends (see various bends In Fig. 2) securing a spring (15) which pulls both ends 
(20, 22) apart (see Fig. 4) resting the trigger loop (20) inside the base wire (23) until an 
outside force disturbs the device changing potential energy into kinetic energy setting 
the hook (on 25) in the fishes mouth. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Booth 

2,824,403. 

Booth discloses a jig hook setting device (10) that consists of two segments (15, 
20) by a wire formed loop (19), wraps (18), and bends (see various bends in Fig. 1) 
securing a spring (17) which pulls both ends (16, 18) apart (see Fig. 1) resting the 
trigger loop (18) inside the base wire (16a) until an outside force disturbs the device 
changing potential energy into kinetic energy setting the hook (on 14) in the fishes 
mouth. 

10. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Paxton 
2,203,618. 

Paxton discloses a jig hook setting device (see Fig. 1) that consists of two 
segments (13, 18, 28) by a wire formed loop (19, 31), wraps (25, 14, 14a), and bends 
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(see various bends in Figs. 1 & 4) securing a spring (11) which pulls both ends (15, 18) 
apart (see Fig. 4) resting the trigger loop (24) inside the base wire (15, 28) until an 
outside force disturbs the device changing potential energy into kinetic energy setting 
the hook (on 26) in the fishes mouth.
